A very valuable stimulant for all kinds of vegetables, 
flowers, and also lawns, is that of pure, unadulterated soot. 
To test its value a dressing should be given to a plot of 
grass or breadth of vegetables about this time of the year 
In a few days the foliage assumes a dark-green and healthy 
appearance, quite growing away from that portion undressed. 
Though soot contains a low percentage of ammonia, and can- 
not compare with the artificial dressings, it should not be 
taken away წილ a house where there is a garden of 
any extent. The carbonaceous matter in which these 
chemica's lie is by no means useless, as its application to 
growing crops greatly deters various pests from destroyiny 
the foliage. If is especially beneficial to those crops of 
which the leaves and stems are used, such as lettuces, 
eabbages, celery, and the like.

The 
clear liquid must be given, as the black pirtioles stop up 
the pores of the soil and make the plant unhealthy.
